mitte Frock, that he'might not beknown ty 
be a Soldier, and paid him his HalfCrowo 
when he came back. He left Mc Clellan dead 
on the fpot, having given him five Mor- 
tal Wourds, and ture one of his Legs 
with his Club, in a Barbarous manner. The 
Coroner’s Inqueft have brought in the Major 
and Dajton both guilty of premeditated wil- 
ful Murder, and they are committed for it, in 
Oider to a Tiyal.
